incalculable sum_ of money. There 
has not been the cars to either get the’ 
cattle out or haul ‘the hay down.. to 
the south where it was required. Rail- 
ways placed an. embargo against the 
shipments to Calgary, ‘being ‘appar- 
ently . unable | to provide. cars. to 
handle the ¢attle, which ‘would be bil- 


‘led-for’ export: ~~ There has been’ plen- 


ty ‘of ‘room in the Calgary yards and 
lots of feed. 

The best steers sold during the 
week made $10.75, but $10.10" ‘has 
been the highest during the . past 
couple of days and ranging down to 
$9.25; good: butchers, $8.10 to $9.25; 


medium, $7.00 to $8.00; and common 


$7.00 down. The best cows are from 
$7.25 to $825;. with a few extra qual- 
ity at $8.50; good butchers $6.25 to 
$7.25; medium $5.25 to $6.25; com- 
mons and canners from $5.00 down. 
Oxen are decidedly lower and would 
not bring more than $6,00. Best calv- 
es from $7.75-to $8.00 and common 
ones down to $5.00. Feeder. steers 
somewhat slow and prices from $7.00 


“Ito $8.00; feeders from $7.00 dawn. 


Receipts. at Calgary light for the 
weck owing to the railway embargo; 
now the railways announce cattle 
from the districts where there is no 
feed are to be given the preference. 
Hogs 
Receipts very light and the few small 
sales during the week have been 
around $16.50. There were a few on 
hand for Friday and they sold at 
$16.25 to $16.75. 
a Horses 
Sales very slow during the week 
at Calgary and few farmer buyers. 
Good and choice teams are the only 
ones selling and they bring prices 
from $275 to $500. Light and medi- 
um horses are not wanted 
Grain 
There have not been any important 
factors in the grain market during 
the week, though Chicago is appre- 
hensive of the Argentine corn prices 
breaking and pulling.values in the 
States, which will doubtless reflect on 
other grains. 
Produce 
Dairymen have been favored with a 
strong market for their product this 
week and butterfat has been advanc- 
ed 3c at creameries and gathering 
stations, with the extra cream quoted 
at 62c at creameries and the spread 
on grades 8c under that; the cream 
station price is 59c, with the same 
spread. Negotiations are now on be- 
tween milk shippers in the Calgary 
district and the distributors for a 
price of $4.30, as against the present 
quotation of $3.50. Creameries have 
advanced their No. 1 butter to 64c 
and the second grade to 60c. Dairy 
butter is scarce and in good demand 
with every prospect of an advance. 
Fowl and chickens are coming in free- 
ly and the quality of the chickens has 
caused a cut in price and the quo- 
tation is now from 15c to 20c accord- 
ing to quality; fowl, 12c to 17c. Eggs 
very scarze, and strictly fresh worth 
around 66c. Potatoes are getting 


scarce and though winter conditions |- 


prevent movement at country points 
the prices are quoted from $30 to $35.

Not nearly enough cars are avail- 
able for shipments of feed, and though 
the condition is a little better, it is 
still far from satisfactory. Prices 
are holding unchanged on hay. Green

Trappers Report .. Wolves Roaming 
Country in Search of Caribou Herds. 


The Pas, Manitoba, November 11.— 
Large packs of wolves. /are - roving 
throughout the north in search of the 
caribou herds, say incoming trappers. 
Though not ravenous, the packs fol- 
low dog trains for long distances with- 
out seriously menacing the teams. At 
Herb Lake a pack of thirty-five was 
seen on the. trafl of moose and trap- 
pers gave chase and got seven ‘of 
them. At Spirit Lake the Indians re- 
port they have killed -sixty, on- the 
outskirts of The Pas small packs of 
eight to sixteen have been seen, the 
Indians and old time trappers believe 
that the presence of, 80 many wolves 
close to the®settlement. indicates a 
long and bitter winter in the north. 
For the first time since 1915, ptarmi- 
gan are seen ‘about and this is accept- 
ed as a sign of extremely cold weath- 
er. In 1915 the thermometer . went 
down to 54 below zero and the weath- 
er throughout that winter was severe.

Winnipeg, November a Guetas 
Stewart, chairman of: the Canadian 
Wheat ° Board, today declared that it 
hdd been decided to withhold infor- 
mation as to the price received for 
Canadian wheat being sold until the

‘}close of the present crop year, Aug- 


ust 31st, 1920. He believes that the 
majority of farmers are satisfied to 
wait until the crop has been cleaned 
up before being told what additional 
price they are to receive for their 
wheat over the fixed price as guaran- 
teed by the governmett.. 

“The average farmer,” said © Mr. 
Stewart, “is a good sport and is wil- 
ling to take a chance on finally secur- 
Ing the best returns possible. Some 
export wheat ‘has been sold, but it 
would be unwise to make public at 
what figure, for the reason that the 
balance yet to be disposed of may. be 
sold at a higher or lower figure, and 
as the whole crop is polled according 


to grades, any figures given out = at, 


this time might be misleading. This 
is the only reason why I have decided 
to withhold the price I am receiving 
for Canadian wheat until it is all dis- 
posed of and cleaned up.”.

The misrepresentation was an innocent 
one, as his principals had not informed 
him that the car had alreaty been once 
sold and in'the service of a customer. 


Burns v. McLaughlin, Action by P. 
Burgs & Co. against W. C. and Jphn 
McLaughlin, to recover $1,648 and in- 
terest due plaintiffs:by the W. C. Mc- 
Laughlin & Co., butcher business, and 
to set aside a chattel mortgage given 
by W. C. McLaughlin to John B. Mc- 
Laughlin. The plaintiffs abandoned 
their plea to have John B. McLaughlin 
declared a partner in the business, and 
asked to have the chattel mortgage for 
$2,000 from W. C. McLaughlin to John 
C: McLaughlin set aside on the ground 
that W. C. McLaughlin was insolvent 
at the time he made the chattel mort- 
gage, that it gave a preference to John 
B. McLaughlin to defeat other cred- 
itors, and that the chattel mortgage 
was invalid in form undersection 8 of 
the Bills and Sales Act, inasmuch as 
it covered alleged past and future ad- 
vances in a manner contrary to the 
intent of the statute. The examination 
of W. C. McLaughlin disclosed that he 
had traded the S.W. 32-87-25, W. 4th, 
to D. Alexander for the business in 
May, 1919, At the time the mortgage 
was given in August, he owed his bro- 
ther some $2,000 to $2,200: the other 
Nabilities he admitted made up a total 
of some $8,000, plaintiffs contended. 
He had sold the business in October to 
Reighley & Willson for $2,500, taking 
as payment a check for $490, now in 
the hands of the bank pending decision 
of this action, and the equity of the 
purchasers in S.B. 36-37-1, W. 5th, 
which they had bought from C., G. 
Peterson at $4,000, paying $1,000 cash 
and assuming a Nability of $3,000. Mc- 
Laughlin understood that they had 
bought at $35 an acre, but it was $25, 
The land would be worth $40 if it hnd 
buildings. When defendant's labilities 
in August wero sorted out, and his 
assets in business, book debts, etc. as 
near as they could be arrived at, bal- 
anced against them.

Mr. Kenny said he: chad shipped 175,000 
bushels of oats, 50,000 of barley, and 
50,000 of wheat,: practically all to the’ 
Alberta. Pacific (Grain. Co. Drafts on 
the A.P.G. Co. were attached’ to the 
bills of lading.: The drafts on these 
two cars had been: $1,500 and $1,600 
which was more.than they brought 
when sold by the A.P.G. Co., Mr. Ben- 
nett said. Kenny.used the proceeds of 
drafts to purchase more grain. The 
Company finally asked him in March 
to send in bills of lading for five or six 
cars without drafts,.as he owed them 
$13,000 paid on acceptances of drafts 
above the value of the grain. He had 
a country elevator’s license, not a track 
buyer's license; the grain did not go 
through his flat warehouse, but in cars 
to the A.P.G. Co.; the’Company had 7 
track buyer's license.

FOURTEENTH ANNUAL 
; CONVENTION 


Plans are well adyanced for the 
holding of the. next annual Conven- 
tion of the Alberta Social Service 
League, which will be the fourteenth 
convention of that organization. This 
year the convention is ‘to be held in 
Edmonton in the First Baptist Church 
on December 4th, 5th and 6th. 

. A very special interest attaches to 
the gathering this year from the fact 
that with it is to be combined a great 
Social Welfare 'Congress for Alberta, 
under the auspices of the Social Ser- 
vice Council of Canada. This means 
the addition of a strong team of vis- 
iting speakers, in addition to the list 
of leading Alberta names which will 
appear on the program in connection 
with the various subjects. The list 
of distinguished speakers who will 
assist includes the names of Dr. 
Samuel Zane Batten, of Philadelphia, 
one of the strongest leaders in Social 
Service in. the great Baptist Church 
of the United States. Dr, Batten has 
won a wide reputation as an ‘author, 
editor and orator, and at. the .Con- 
gress of Ontario, held in ~ Toronto 
last January, made a tremendous im- 
pression for his eloquence and.person- 
ality. Many westerners, familiar 
with his recent writings, will be 
glad to avail themselves of the’ op- 
portunity of meeting and hearing him. 
Another speaker whose addresses 
stirred an unusual amount of interest 


held in Calgary, is Dr. Clarence N. 
Hincks of Toronto. Dr. Hincks is,a 
prominent young Canadian physician 
who has devoted special attention to 
the great and almost untouched prob- 
lem of Mental Hygiene and Feeble- 
mindedness in Canada, and the _re- 
sults of his extended investigations 
and surveys, which will be the sub- 
ject of his addresses, are of very 
greatest interest, and even startling 
in their nature. The gathering is also 
to be favored’ with the presence of 
Very Rev. Dr. L. Norman Tucker, of 
London, Ont., Dean of Huron, who is 
this year’s president of the Social 
Service Council of Canada. Dr. 
Tucker’s wonderful addresses at the 
launching of the Laymen’s Mission- 
ary movement in this country, some 
years ago, are still remembered, and 
his visit at this time will awaken 
wide-spread interest. Rev. Dr. T. 
Albert Moore, and Dr. J, G. Shearer, 
General Secretary of the Social Ser- 
vice Council of Canada, will also ac- 
company the party and deliver ad- 
dresses. In addition to these, the 
prominence of the Alberta speakers 
who will take part ensure a gather- 
ing of great interest. 

A number of problems of vital in- 
terest are to be discussed, including 
prohibition, both from the provincial 
and federal point of view, child wel- 
fare, mental hygiene and feeblemind- 
i edness, venearal disedse, and social 
reconstruction. On some of these 
subjects important reports will be 
heard and future policy determined. 
Proposals, also, for the reorganiza- 
tion of the League with a view to ex- 
tending its influence and representa- 
tive character, are to be brought for- 
ward, and, altogether, the occasion is 
to be a very important one to- the 
cause of social reform in this prov- 
ince.

Ottawa, November’ _11.—Inquiries 
received at the capital indicate that 
there is still some confusion in the 
public mind as to the effect of the 
prohibition legislation passed in the 
cloing days of' the session. This - is 
doubtless due to the fact that the 
proposal made by the government to 
introduce a bill extending wartime 
prchib't-on orders-in-council for a 
period of twelve months after the war 
was not proceeded with on account 
of the opposition expressed at a gov- 
ernment caucus called especially to 
consider the matter. It will be re- 
called that at the regular session of 
parliament Jast winter legislation on 
these lines was ‘passed by the com- 
mons, but rejected by the senate. 
There is nothing in the legislation 
passed by parliament on Monday re- 
lating to the wartime prohibition or- 
ders-in-council. The amendment ~ to 
the Canada Temperance act is in the 
nature of enabling legislation provid- 
ing, as the minister of justice explain- 
ed, for local option in areas enlarged 
to provinces. The plebiscite will be 
taken by the dominion government at 
the request of a provincial legislat- 
ure, and if a bare majority of the peo- 
ple vote dry, the ‘tominion govern- 
ment will issue a proclamation for- 
bidding {mportation of liquor into the 
province. The provisions of the bill 
in other words do not become effec- 
tive in any province until the legislat- 
ure of the province makes the neces- 
sary move to have a plebiscite taken. 
Until this is done, importation for legal 
purposes will be permissable after the 
proclamation of peace. The bill to 
amend the Doherty act also adopted 
on Monday provides that liquor must 
not be manufactured for purposes 
contrary to the laws of a province 
which means that it cannot be manu- 
factured for sale in the province 
where such sales is forbidden. It may 
continue to be’ manufactured for ex- 
port, however.

proved. Mr. Bjorkeland favored’: ‘a 
uniform classification and prize list 
for Class B fairs, and that a strong 
effort be made to bring out local ex- 
hibitors by attractive prizes. 
Reports on Phases of the Fair 

The Midway concessions were dis- 
cussed at some length. It was entirely 
in the power of the police authorities 
to stop any objectionable shows or con- 
cegsions, Mr. Kenny contended. The 
chairman of concessions let space ‘to 
what he considered bona-fide applica- 


-tions, and he could not be also charged 


with the responsibility of looking after 
them afterwards: he had too much to 
do. It was up to the police and the 
President to deal with complaints. He 
believed that the concessions with the 
Bernardi outfit were more amenable to 
control, and were a better outfit, than 
the independent applications. 

The following reports and sugges- 
tions on different phases of the Fair 
operations of 1919 were also submitted 
and received, and will be discussed at 
the annual mecting on December 6:— 


Poultry Department 

The ‘present building is a great im- 
provement over the old one, and great- 
ly improved the past exhibition in this 
department, but I found it was not half 
large enough to give the different 
classes the space they needed for show 
purposes. 

In judging birds of dark plumage in 
the west side of the building, the 
judges had to take the birds right up 
to the wiridow to examine them, as the 
light did not strike on the coops. at 
all, other coops having been placed. 
near, above the level of the -windows, 
owing to lack of accommodation. 

The new coops installed this year 
showed the birds off to a far greater 
advantage than previous years, but to 
coop al] the birds in our own coops 
(which certainly ought to be done) 
without bunching them up as was done 
this year, would require at least 150 
more coops with cups. Fifty extra 
cups larger than the ones now in use 
would be required for watering water- 
fowl which should be fed aswell as 
watered from cups, also the utility 
pens, or hens with broods Shaul have 
large water-cups. 

The ventilation in the piadent build- 


jing was very bad, but by extending the 


building east and putting on a cupola 
with windows along, both sides, it 
would overcome this defect,.as well as 
furnishing better-light ‘for, judging. 
Hoping the Board will sée ‘fit ‘to act 
on these suggestions or something 


along these lines, ;

Your Committee believes that the 
matter of engaging a competent person 
who would give his whole time in the 
interests of the fair as a manager {fs 
not .feasible owing to finances, nor is 
it likely that the services of such a 
person could be secured for say threo 
months immediately previous to fair 
date as such a time of engagement 
would prove too short to be sufficiently 
attractive, 3 
. We therefore see nothing else for it 
but that the Directors carry on along 
similar -lines. to, those which have ob- 
tained in the past, but would suggest 
that instead-of the full directorate be- 
ing called upon to do the managing, a 
committee’ of five, seven or nine dir- 
ectors, including the President, be 
chosen or appointed from or by _ tho 
directorate. Such committee to plan, 
manage and carry on the fair. 

We think that the experiences of 
the last fair have shown that too 
large a committee becomes more or 
less unwieldy. .We do; however, be- 
lieve in having a fairly large lirector- 
ate as such would assure the manuge- 
ment of adequate and competent help 
during the fair, much more go than 
could be secured in any other way. 

The prize Mst should be thoroughly 
revised early in the year and arranged 
so as to conform as nearly as possible 
with that of all other fairs on _ the 
same circuit and thereby do away with 
the necessity of making changes at tho 
last moment. The prizes in some 
classes might be Increased, narticular- 
sibly others. The Rules and Kegula- 
tlons should be clusely scrutinized 


with a view to amending in some par- |’
